1 learnt with regret and mor- 
tification that several,some whom I did not sus- 
pect, were guilty of it, and I took such a course 
as 1 thought expedient to suppress it. But it is 
up-hill work for a teacher to aorrect in his pu- 
pils habits contracted in the streets, it may be 
in places more sacred, unless parents co-operate 
and assist him in it. That books of tlie charac- 
ter described are circulated "in school hours J 
cannot positively deny—if such is a 'fact' it is 
entirely unknown to me. vjt is contrary to the 
rules of the school to bring into it any novel or 
other book not connected with the studies pur- 
sued by the scholars, and if they are known to 
be brought there, they are seized and put away. 
This has in several instances been done.

Subscriber will be kind enough to come into the 
school and spend one day in hearing the boys 
recite, in learning how much they have accom- 
plished in the course of one term, he may ena- 
ble himself to judge how much time they have 
had to devote, even if allowed, to such reading. 
1 do not pretend to deny but that instances of 
the kind may have happened, but 1 must needs 
think they have been scarce and very secret. 


The teacher of that school has a great deal to 


do. 
His attention is much occupied in hearing 


'recitations, in assisting his pupils in various 
ways, and it is not impossible that advantage 
may be Uiken in the meanwhile to violate the 
rules of the scoool.A'ndif aSubscriber knew that 
this were the fact, it would have been an act of 
kindness in him tu have informed me of it.andl 
can assure him that such books, if found would 
not long corrupt the school by their presence, 
in respect to compositions, 1 have had occasion 
frequently to censure the boys, in some instan- 
ces for what Subscriber refers to. 1 have regret- 
ted the necessity for this, and have tried hard to 
remove it. But in order to induce boys to write, 
an exercise they all dread and avoid if possible, 
I have been wont to allow them to write on 
such subjects as would interest them, and it is 
true that they do not always write in good taste, 
nor always advance sentiments that i can ap- 
prove.
